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President's  Annual  Report 

PUBLICITY 


Since  August  1914,  when  the  Krieg- 
spiel,  which  had  been  the  hobby  of 
some  of  the  foremost  intellects  of 
Europe,  was  converted  into  reality 
by  the  invasion  of  Belgium,  Canad- 
ians were  perforce  compelled  to  turn 
their  minds  from  the  pursuits  of 
commerce  and  social  betterment  to 
the  more  grim  task  of  fighting  for 
the  preservation  of  their  existence 
on  the  fields  of  Flanders.  You  no 
doubt  remember  that  then  such 
problems  as  the  strengthening  of  our 
commercial  connections,  the  up- 
building of  our  city  and  even  the 
education  of  our  young  people,  to  say 
nothing  of  publicity,  with  which  all 
these  questions  are  intimately  con- 
nected, received  a  blow  which  left 
them  stunned — a  blow  the  after- 
effects of  which  we  feared  might  be 
felt  for  generations.  The  must  de- 
spised pessimist  seemed  to  be  vin- 
dicated and  for  a  time  even  our 
far-sighted  public  men  were  over- 
shadowed by  clouds  of  doubt  and 
hesitation.  The  period  of  lean  years 
was  evidently  before  us.  But  as  the 
war  continued  it  was  observed  that, 
though  many  things  would  be 
changed,  human  nature  remained  the 
same,  the  principles  of  purchase  and 
sale  persisted,  and,  what  was  more 
important,  it  began  to  be  generally 
recognised  that  though  things  were 
being  thrown  into  the  melting  pot, 
the  remoulding  would  prove  very  ad- 
vantageous to  North  American  in- 
dustry finance  and  development. 

Organised    Publicity  Connection 

During  this  period  of  transition  we 
have  never  released  our  hold  on  an 
organised  publicity  connection,  which 
it  had  taken  years  of  patient  effort 
to  build  up,  and  which,  if  let  go, 
would  take  many  years  to  resuscitate 
if  that  could  ever  be  fully  done. 

Our  many  inquiries  about  land  and 
farming  possibilities  in  this  district 
afford  us  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  impressing  the  advantages  of  our 
city  and  district  both  by  letter  and 
by  forwarding  copies  of  our  litera- 
ture where  it  will  do  the  most  good. 


Contributions  to  Magazines 
Contributions  to  magazines  and 
newspapers  of  wide  circulation  are 
also  made  use  of,  although  the  im- 
mediate pressure  of  local  problems 
makes  time  for  such  compilations 
extremely  hard  to  find;  so  that  ef- 
forts in  this  direction  are  bound  to 
be  more  or  less  spasmodic.  How- 
ever, we  have  published  several 
such  during  1917  and  editors  seem 
glad  to  have  our  offerings.  This  is 
advertising  of  an  extremely  valuable 
kind  which  costs  us  nothing  in  cash 
but  occupies  considerable  of  our 
commissioner's  time. 

As  a  result  of  our  invitation  some 
members  of  the  National  Editorial 
Association,  who  were  touring  Can- 
ada, visited  Saskatoon  and  were  care- 
fully handled.  The  entertainment  of 
these  people  we  considered  very  im- 
portant and  the  advantages  of  our 
city  were  fully  explained  to  them  for 
reasons  that  hardly  need  pointing  out, 
for  whatever  lasting  impression 
could  be  left  with  them  could  not  fail 
to  have  incalculable  publicity  value, 
in  that  they  themselves  were  essen- 
tially controlling  the  news  columns 
of  newspapers  which  in  the  aggregate 
were  read  by  millions  of  people. 
Many  Booklets  Distributed 
Up  to  the  middle  of  April  about 
13,000  of  our  booklets  were  distrib- 
uted and  durin-^  last  summer  a 
steady  stream  of  supplies  to  Canad- 
ian government  agents,  both  in  the 
I"^nited  States  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  was  kept  up.  Railway 
agents  in  Eastern  Canada  were  also 
frequently  reinforced  with  literature 
from  Saskatoon  on  requests  from 
them, 

,  Photographs  supplied  by  us  have 
been  used  by  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railway  publicity  department,  one  of 
the  most  important  branches  of  that 
company's  many-sided  interests,  and 
care  has  been  taken  to  see  that  the 
name  of  Saskatoon  and  what  it 
stood  for  has  been  kept  before  the 
world  at  large  in  any  and  every  way 
that  opportunity  presented. 

We  were  instrumental,  in  co-oper- 
ation with    other    organisations  in 
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contradicting  mis-statements  in  the 
United  States  with  regard  to  home- 
steading  conditions  in  Canada. 

An  offer  was  made  to  us  to  have 
our  booklet  translated  into  French 
for  distribution  in  France  and  Bel- 
gium after  the  war,  but  there  will  be 
time  enough  to  consider  that  when 
the  time  is  more  propitious  and  our 
purse  is  heavier. 

Immigration  After  the  War 

Mr.  J.  Obed  Smith,  Dominion  gov- 
ernment immigration  agent,  thinks  it 


will  take  a  lot  of  legislation  to  keep 
people  from  coming  to  Canada  after 
the  war,  and  it  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  we  have  in  Great  Britain  and  on 
the  soil  of  France  today  300,000  of  the 
flower  of  our  manhood  who  are  mQst 
effectively  although  unconsciously, 
doing  first-clasc  publicity  work  for 
Canada  day  by  day  and  hour  by 
hour.  Their  influence  will  be  most 
powerful  in  causing  the  younger 
element  of  Britishers  both  men  and 
women,  to  forsake  the  old  world  for 
the  new  after  the  war. 


INFORMATION  BUREAU 


In  the  fall  of  the  year  we  formu- 
lated the  plan  of  greatly  extending 
our  usefulness  as  an  easily  access- 
able  source  of  information  for  the 
general  public  especially  for  the 
guidance  of  visitors  and  strangers 
who  knew  little  of  our  city's  poten- 
tialities and  probably  less  of  its  geo- 
graphy. A  sign  was  erected  on  the 
north  end  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
building,  facing  the  Canadian  North- 
ern passenger  depot,  and  this  sign 
bears  the  notice  "Board  of  Trade  In- 
formation Bureau."  As  a  conse- 
quence of  its  display,  even  in  a  few 
short  months  mostly  of  wintry 
weather,  hundreds  have  been  direct- 


ed in  their  search  for  people,  places, 
firms  and  facts  and  thousands  of  the 
most  unexpected  questions  have  been 
answered.  The  great  need  for  such 
a  convenience  has  simply  been  proven 
by  our  special  advertising  of  the  fact 
that  the  Board  of  Trade  was  a  public 
utility  and  that  the  people  were  en- 
titled to  use  it  as  such.  The  de- 
velopment of  this  branch  of  our  work 
has  surprised  us,  and  even  if  it  has 
made  inroads  on  the  commissioner's 
time  we  feel  it  has  been  well  worth 
the  trouble.  The  average  number  of 
our  callers  per  day  has  almost 
doubled  since  the  month  of  October 
last.  Our  telephone  bell  also  regis- 
ters the  same  tendency. 


IMMIGRATION 


Since  war  broke  out  immigration 
has  naturally  been  much  curtailed 
and  the  fear  of  conscription  in  Can- 
ada, while  the  United  States  remain ^ 
ed  aloof  from  the  conflict,  tended  to 
discourage  any  influx  of  people  from 
across  the  line.  Now  that  the  ghost 
has  been  laid  and  the  American  peo- 
ple thernselves  have  adopted  the 
draft  system  as  being  the  most  just 
and  democratic  method  of  raising 
troops,  and  especially  now  that  all 
the  people  of  the  North  American 
Continent  are  engaged  in  a  common 
fight  for  liberty  and  justice,  the  time 
has  come  when  the  words  "Western 
Canada"  convey  a  new  meaning  to 
the  American — a  meaning  not  under- 
stood at  any  previous  period  of  his 
history.  Saskatchewan  is  established 


as  the  banner  agricultural  province  of 
the  West  and  the  time  has  come 
when  those  who  have  only  casually 
thought  of  taking  advantage  of  its 
opportunities  realise  that  they  must 
come  here  in  the  immediate  future, 
or  run  a  grave  risk  of  having  to  take 
their  chance  with  the  post  bellum 
swarm.  Such  procrastination  is  not 
characteristic  of  the  great  republic 
and  with  the  present  high  prices  for 
farm  produce — both  cereals  and  live- 
stock— it  is  only  the  exercise  of  ord- 
inary business  foresight  to  expect  an 
unusually  large  number  of  settlers 
this  coming  spring.  These  farmers 
are  not  suitable  subjects  for  military 
service;  they  are  chiefly  men  with 
families  who  have  a  long  experience 
in  practical  farming,  and  they  have 
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money  to  invest  in  Saskatchewan 
land  as  a  result  of  the  sale  of  their 
American  holdings.  Such  as  are  not 
in  this  class  are  for  the  most  part 
farm  laborers,  among-  the  most  de- 
sirable immigrants  we  could  have. 
We  had  a  very  encouraging  experi- 
ence in  this  connection  last  summer 
when  a  large  number  of  laborers 
were  brought  into  Western  Canada 
from  the  tlnited  States.  There  was 
also  the  usual  immigration  of  indi- 
dividuals  from  Eastern  Canada, 
many  of  whom  will  not  return  to  the 
scene  of  their  earlier  labors,  with  its 
less  fortunate  conditions  and  more 
restricted  opportunities.  Our  board 
was  instrumental  in  helping  to  solve 
the  harvest  help  problem  w^hich  is 
closely  allied  with  immigration.  We 
suggested  cheap  fares  for  laborers 
and  our  services  were  also  useful  in 
guiding  a  number  of  these  men  in 
later  months,  either  when  they  were 
desirous  of  returning  to  their  homes 
or  remaining  permanently  in  the 
West.  Many  did  remain  here  and  of 
the  number  who  returned  home, 
either  to  Eastern  Canada     or  the 


United  States,  many  did  so  with  the 
avowed  intention  of  returning  to  the 
West  in  the  spring. 

British   Immigration  Needed 

Regrets  are  generally  useless,  but 
it  would  perhaps  be  in  good  taste  to 
make  reference  here  to  British  im- 
migration, of  which  we  stand  so 
much  in  need.  The  dangers  of  sea 
travel,  the  close  restrictions  govern- 
ing emigration  of  men  of  military 
age  from  the  United  Kingdom  and 
the  exigencies  of  the  world  war  have 
effectually  closed  the  door  by  which 
so  many  of  our  best  citizens  formerly 
left  the  crowded  Motherland  in 
search  of  opportunities.  We  can  only 
wait  and  hope,  with  a  quiet  determ- 
ination to  give  them  a  hearty  wel- 
come, when  the  declaration  of  peace 
permits  them  to  look  forward  to  a 
new  life  of  usefulness  either  on  these 
broad  prairies  or  under  the  Southern 
Cross.  That  the  majority  will  turn 
their  eyes  towards  the  granary  of 
the  world  with  its  well-advertised 
and.  easily  attainable  wealth,  is  by 
no  means  uncertain. 


RAILROADS 


The  claims  of  the  railways  of  the 
Dominion  that  they  are  in  dire  need 
of  money  owing  principally  to  in- 
creased cost  of  material  and  opera- 
tion caused  by  the  war,  have  given 
u«  considerable  work  during  the  past 
year.  The  trouble  v/as  brought  to  a 
head  when  we  appeared  at  the  hear- 
ing before  the  Board  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners which  was  held  here  last 
June.  At  that  sitting  we  opposed  (a) 
Proposed  Classification  No.  17,  (b) 
Proposed  demurrage  rules  (c)  in- 
crease in  lake  and  rail  rates  (d) 
Fifteen  percent  increase  on  all  freight 
and  passenger  tariffs  and  15  cents 
per  ton  on  anthracite  and  bitumin- 
ous coal. 

To  (c)  and  (d)  our  objection  was 
not  strenuous  because  we  recognised 
that  the  railways  had  to  find  increas- 
ed revenue.  In  our  opposition  to  (a) 
and  (b)  we  were  successful  and  after 
the  sitting  Sir  Henry  Drayton,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  informed  us 
that  he   had   decided     to  withdraw 


Classification  No.  17,  as  he  was  sat- 
isfied that  it  did  not  fill  the  bill;  an 
announcement  that  was  subsequently 
made  at  Regina  two  days  later. 

The  Demurrage  Problem 

In  connection  with  the  demurrage 

charges  we  asked  that  all  grain  con- 
signed to  the  Quaker  Oats  Co.  here, 
which  had  been  sampled  and  graded 
by  the  Government  Inspector  before 
it  was  made  available  to  that  firm, 
should  be  granted  free  time  commenc- 
ing after  the  grading  and  inspection 
of  cars  had  been  given,  instead  of  as 
formerly,  when  no  allowance  was 
made  for  time  so  absorbed.  Our  re- 
quest was  granted  thereby  effecting 
a  large  annual  financial  saving  to  the 
Quaker  Oats  Company. 

The  Board  of  Railway  Commis- 
sioners in  giving  judgment  on  the 
demurrage  case,  granted  everything 
that  was  specially  asked  for  by  the 
Saskatoon  Board  of  Trade,  and  not 
by  the  other  Boards;  such  as  extra 
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time  for  the  unloading  of  coal  and 
other  very  large  cars;  clearly  de- 
fining the  notice  which  railways  re- 
quire to  give  to  shippers  for  the  ar- 
rival of  their  cars,  etc.  The  ud^- 
ment  ie  a  very  long  affair,  but  the 
fact  that  it  gives  us  everything  we 
asked  for  was  felt  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  be  a  source  of  much  satis- 
faction. 

Opposition  to  Classification  No.  17 

The  opposition  to  proposed  Classi- 
fication No.  17  on  the  part  of  the 
shippers  has  been  long  a^d  steadfast 
with  the  result  above  outlined.  The 
Winnipeg  Board  of  Trade  adopted 
our  resolution.  The  question  of  a  new 
class'firation  is,  hrwever,  not  vet 
settled  and  a  meeting  will  be  held 
ill  Winnipeg  in  the  near  future  where- 
at the  various  western  Boards  of 
Trade  will  be  represented  so  that  all 
mav  be  agreed  and  united  upon  a 
broad  basis  of  understanding. 

We  have  sought  to  secure  regular 
meetings  of  the  Railway  Commission 
in  the  West,  twice  a  year  being  sug- 
gested as  the  proper  number,  with 
proper  advice  given  to  shippers  along 
with  a  list  of  the  matters  to  be 
brought  before  the  B^ard.  In  Oc- 
tober last  we  appeared  before  the 
Railway  Commission  to  argue  against 
the  increase  in  all-rail  rates  from 
points  east  of  Fort  William  to  points 
west  thereof.  Owing  to  the  protest 
of  Western  Boards  of  Trade  the  tariff 
came  very  near  to  suspension  but 
v/as  eventually  allowed  to  go  through. 
At  this  sitting  of  the  Commission  we 
effectually  protested  against  the  reg- 
ulations gofverning  refrigerator  car 
service.  We  were  successful  in  our 
protest  against  proposed  changes  in 
the  telegraphic  companies  regula- 
tions, whereby  the  companies  con- 
cerned sought  to  relieve  themselves 
of  all  responsibility  for  errors  in 
transmission  of  telegrams.  The 
judgment  delivered  by  the  Board  of 
Railway  Commissioners  embraces 
practically  all  the  suggestions  made 
by  Saskatoon  delegates  and  by  them 
exclusively. 

Discriminating  Freight  Rates 

The  matter  of  discriminating 
freight  rates  has  been  brought  to  our 
attention  on  several  occasions  and 
the  railway  companies  have  admitted 


our  figures.  This  mcttcr  still 
under  investigation  and  has  been 
taken  up  with  the  chief  traffic  of- 
ficer of  the  Railway  Commission, 
from  whom  we  are  now  awaiting  a  re- 
port. 

The  Coal  Problem 

During  the  winter  of  1917  the  in- 
ability of  the  railway  companies  to 
satisfactorily  deal  with  the  coal 
transportation  problem  was  brought 
to  our  attention  and  our  negotiations 
with  the  authorities  were  successful 
in  securing  preference  ,for  coal  over 
all  other  traffic.  In  this  connection 
we  might  add  that  we  pointed  out  to 
the  general  manager  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  the  advisability  of  proper 
ballasting  of  the  Goose  Lake  line  as 
early  as  last  spring.  During  the  sum- 
mer Chinese  gangs  were  introduced 
to  do  this  work. 

The  mail  car  on  the  Elrose  line 
v/hich  was  authorised  last  spring  was 
also  secured  through  our  efforts  and 
we  have  been  busy  in  an  endeavor  to 
get  a  daily  train  on  this  line,  but  have 
been  sincerely  assured  that  all  avail- 
able engines  are  now  required  for  the 
hauling  of  freight.  Last  summer  we 
suggested  to  local  coal  dealers  that 
owing  to  the  strikes  and  -trouble  in 
Alberta,  entailing  a  loss  of  time  which 
could  never  be  overtaken,  they  should 
stock  up  as  far  as  possible  with 
Drumheller  coal.  Alien  labor  has 
been  chiefly  responsible  for  these 
minor  strikes  and  in  June  we  wired  a 
strong  resolution  to  Sir  Robert  Bord- 
en, copies  of  which  were  sent  to  all 
important  western  Boards  of  Trade, 
During  the  negotiations  this  winter 
with  regard  to  coal  shortage  and  fol- 
lowing the  visit  of  the  delegation  to 
Regina,  upon  which  the  Board  of 
Trade  was  represented,  to  interview 
the  Hon.  J,  A,  Calder  and  other  of- 
ficials who  might  assist  us  in  bet- 
tering the  situation,  we  dealt,  in  ar- 
riving at  a  solution,  with  Mr.  F.  E. 
Harrisson,  Assistant  to  the  Director 
of  Coal  Operations  at  Calgary,  who 
followed  out  our  suggestions  and  met 
our  wishes  most  completely. 

Accommodation  at  Driver,  Sask^ 
Secured 

After  considerable  negotiations  we 
have  been  successful  in  persuading 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  to  erect  a 
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standard  passenger  and  freight  shel- 
ter at  Driver,  Sask.,  much  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  people  of  that  town 
and  district. 

Our  protest  against  the  revised 
Canadian  Pacific  passenger  train 
schedule  between  Saskatoon  and  Re- 
gina,  to  which  that  railway  gave 
careful  attention,  resulted  in  our  be- 
ing assured  that  upon  the  adoption 
of  the  winter  schedule  the  discrimin- 
ation against  which  we  complained 
would  disappear,  which  it  did. 

An  effort  to  subdue  the  night 
switching  noises  made  by  our  local 
trainmen  was  made  at  the  request  of 
our  Board,  with  most  noticeable  re- 
sults. 

We  also  suggested  to  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  that  their  passenger 
service  would  be  greatly  improved  if 
arrangements  were  made  for  earlier 
arrival  of  their  daily  train  in  Win- 
nipeg, and  our  Board  was  assured 
that  this  suggestion  would  be  followed 
v/hen  future  schedules  were  framed. 

Entry  of  G.T.P.  Trains 

In  October  last  we  were  honored 
by  a  visit  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Board  of  Directors  and 


several  other  officials,  with  whom 
many  of  the  members  of  our  Board 
spent  the  day.  We  were  assured  that 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  wanted  to 
come  into  Saskatoon  and  that  ar- 
rangements were  then  under  way 
with  the  Canadian  Pacific  for  entry 
upon  the  latter's  steel.  We  have 
every  reason  to  feel  certain  that  1918 
will  see  the  entry  of  their  passenger 
trains  within  the  city  limits,  "a  con- 
summation devoutly  to  be  wished." 

As  a  culmination  of  all  our  efforts 
and  as  evidence  of  a  realisation  that 
upon  the  efficient  handling  of  our 
transportation  problems  the  pros- 
perity of  our  country  must  largely 
depend,  we  passed  a  resolution  calling 
upon  the  Dominion  Government  to 
nationalize  all  the  railways  of  Can- 
ada and  place  them  under  one  man- 
agement. The  Acting  Premiei-,  Mr. 
Rowell,  acknowledged  our  resolution 
and  advised  us  that  he  was  taking  it 
into  consideration.  We  are  now  prac- 
tically assured  that  the  Government 
will  take  over  the  Canadian  railways 
and  operate  them  under  one  manage- 
ment. This,  we  humbly  believe,  is 
the  beginning  of  the  climax  which  our 
resolution  sought  to  achieve. 


INDUSTRIAL 


A  number  of  concerns  which  have 
had  their  representatives  in  the  West 
during  1917,  have,  after  carefully 
looking  over  the  ground  and  weighing 
possibilities,  deferred  their  final  de- 
cision until  after  the  war.  They  have 
done  this  principally  for  two  reasons: 

(1)  because  they  are  unable  to  secure 
either  labor  or  material  except  at  ex- 
orbitant prices  during  the  war,  and 

(2)  ^because  they  are  uncertain  as-  to 
what  form  after  the  war  develop- 
ment will  take,  or  how  long  the  war 
will  last. 

The  milling  industry  is,  however, 
one  which  is  continually  expanding 
and  the  Inter-Provincial  Flour  Mills 
Ltd.  have  been  able  to  establish 
themselves  in  the  Factoria  mill  pro- 
perty, thereby  disposing  of  a  problem 
which  beset  the  Board  of  Trade  for 
a  long  time. 

Suitable  Trackage  Needed 

One  of  our  greatest  difficulties  in 
the  case  of  concerns  wishing  to  locate 


here  has  been  that  of  obtaining  suit- 
able trackage  property  cheaply  and 
the  only  solution  of  this  difficulty 
that  we  have  been  able  to  formulate 
i  j  that  the  city  should  own  for  sale 
at  reasonable  prices  such  trackage 
property,  so  that  when  the  period  of 
industrial  building  does  return  we 
shall  be  in  a  position  to  invite  busi- 
ness concerns  to  locate  here  and  at 
the  same  time  be  able  to  show  suit- 
able trackage — a  proposition  that  we 
are  not  now  able  to  make. 

Another  important  feature  of  our 
irdustrial  work,  and  one  which  i.s 
more  essential  than  the  average  cit- 
ij^en  has  the  opportunity  to  realise,  is 
the  problem  of  cheap  power.  This 
was  referred  to  in  our  last  annual  re- 
port and  at  the  risk  of  repetition  let 
us  again  state  that  "it  is  most  vital." 

Development   of  Sask.  Anticline 

Development  of  the  Saskatchewan 
Anticline  for  its  gas  and  possibly  oil 
resources  is  the  most  feasible  method 
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of  overcoming-  this  difficulty.  During 
the  summer  and  fall  drillers  have  been 
working  upon  a  reservation  near 
Fusilier,  Sask.,  belonging  to  the  City 
of  Saskatoon,  and  high  hopes  were 
entertained  in  the  late  fall  that  some- 
thing tangible  would  result  from  their 
investigations.  Many  rumors  have 
been  heard  and  the  project  is  at  pres- 
ent hanging  fire,  but  it  is  quite  evid- 
ent that  if  we  are  ever  to  be  the  recip- 
ients of  any  benefit  from  this  field 
which  has  been  highly  spoken  £>f  for 
years  by  Dominion  Government  geol- 
ogists, including  Dr.  Dowling,  a  man 
of  international  reputation,  its  de- 
velopment should  not  be  delayed  any 
longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 
It  was  due  to  the  activities  of  our 
Board  in  securing  natural  artificial 
gas  for  Saskatoon  that  capital  be- 
came interested  in  the  field.  Saska- 
toon should  be  one  of  the  greatest 
milling  centres  in  the  world  and  un- 
doubtedly will  be — if  we  can  get  cheap 
power.  Our  Board  has  already  ap- 
proached the  city  council  with  a  view 
to  having  that  body  take  action  to 
ascertain  the  exact  state  of  affairs 
at  the  gas  wells.  With  a  view  to 
assisting  in  such  developnient,  re- 
strictions against  American  capital 
have  been  removed,  so  that  our  lig- 
nite, gas  and  oil  resources  should 
scon  receive  well-merited  attention. 

We  already  have  several  "infant  in- 
dustries" here  and  their  existence 
should  not  be  either  forgotten  or  ig- 
nored, for  they  are  bound  to  grow\ 
At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
our  City  Commissioner  was  asked  to 
investigate  and  bear  in  mind  their 
existence  when  planning  taxation. 

The  Secretary  of  the  National  Ser- 
\'iee  Bureau  at  Ottawa,  who  has  been 
doing  some  rational  thinking,  has  ad- 
mitted to  us  that  transportation  and 
labor  problems  are  the  main  ones  in 
Western  Canada  and  last  summer  he 
took  a  somewhat  pessimistic  view.

pondence  about  our  flax  straw,  whieJi 
is  equal  to  any  in  the  world  for  man- 
ufacturing purposes  and  we  have  not 
yet  given  up  hope  of  locating  an  in- 
dustry here  for  the  manufacture  of 
high  grade  writing  paper  from  flax 
straw. 

Biscuit  Making 

Believing  that  biscuit  making  was 
one  of  our  national  industries  we  got 
into  communication  with  practically 
every  biscuit  maker  in  Canada.  We 
received  replies  to  our  letters  and  in 
•almost  every  case  got  the  same 
answer  that  labor  and  material  were 
at  present  abnormally  high  and  that 
therefore  all  idea  of  expansion  must 
be  laid  aside  until  after  the  war.  Sev- 
eral concerns  have  given  us  almost 
positive  assurance  that  they  will  come 
in  here  eventually,  but  do  not  intend 
building  at  present. 

In  June,  Mr.  Pat  Burns  came  here, 
fitter  an  absence  of  twenty-seven 
years  and  was  much  pleased  with  the 
city.  He  assured  us  that  stockyards 
were  essential  to  the  successful  loca- 
tion of  a'  packing  business  here  and 
we  have  since  never  missed  any  op- 
portunities to  forward  our  claims  in 
this  direction. 

As  you  know  we  should  have  had 
stockyards  here  last  fall  had  it  not 
been  for  the  action  of  the  Local  Gov- 
ernment Board  in  forbidding  any  cap- 
ital expenditure  on  the  part  of  the 
city. 

Paper  Milk  Bottles 

We  have  made  inquiries  regarding 
the  manufacture  of  paper  milk  bot- 
tles here  which  we  are  satisfied  would 
be  both  feasible  and  profitable.  The 
use  of  such  milk  containers  has  the 
endorsation  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  and  only  the  money  needs  to 
be  found  for  the  enterprise.  We  hope 
in  the  coming  year  to  bring  the  pro- 
ject to  a  successful  conclusion  by  in- 
teresting a  local  firm.

simply  touched  in  passing.  Perhaps 
one  section  of  this  portion  of  our  re- 
port should  be  termed  "Patriotic,"  but 
we  have  avoided  that  word  as  a 
heading  because  it  does  not  fully 
ccnvey  the  meaning  that  we  would 
desire. 
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The  Sample  Market  Problem 

One  of  the  most  important  prob- 
lems which  we  have  considered  has 
been  that  of  sample  markets  and  we 
held  sitting  of  our  BosVd  in  conjunc- 
tion with  grain  growers  and  other 
public  spirited  citizens  to  consider 
what  were  the  best  means  of  securing 
a  sample  market  for  Saskatoon.  After 
much  discussion  and  after  consider- 
able information  had  been  got  and 
after  assuring  ourselves  that  when  the 
proper  time  came  for  the  establish- 
ment of  sample  markets  throughout 
the  West,  Saskatoon  would  be  in  line 
for  this  advantage,  we  accepted  the 
assurance  of  responsible  authorities 
that  owing  to  the  embargo  on  wheat 
shipments  to  the  United  States  and 
the  decision  of  the  Grain  Commission 
that  for  the  present  sample  markets 
would  onlv  be  established  at  Fort 
William  and  Winnipeg,  we  might 
safely  leave  the  question  in  such  a 
way  as  to  prevent  it  falling  by  the 
way.  At  a  more  propitious  time  it 
can  again  be  taken  up  and  the  pro- 
ject driven  to  a  successful  conclusioxi. 
The  sample  market  at  Winnipeg  ex- 
ists merely  in  name  under  present 
conditions.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  held  last  summer  rep- 
resentatives of  local  grain  companies 
and  Grain  Growers'  Associations  and 
reeves  of  Municipalities  appointed  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  case  and  re- 
solution's were  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Grain:  Commissioners.  Our  delegates 
also  attended  a  meeting  held  in  Win- 
nipeg on  June  12th. 

An   Auditorium  Needed 

Another  matter  which  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  at  several  meetings 
was  the  erection  of  an  auditorium,  a 
convenience  which  the  city  greatly 
needs.  Our  idea  was  to  have  a  build- 
ing whieh  would  serve  for  stock  sales, 
show  premises  and  as  a  convention 
hall.  We  have  regretfully  had  to 
abandon  all  immediate  hopes  of  ful- 
filment owing  to  the  fact  that  capi- 
tal expenditure  on  the  part  of  the 
city  cannot  be  undertaken,  so  that 
this  matter  has  never  been  put  be- 
fore the  ratepayers  or  since  advo- 
cated. 

The-  use  of  the  Exhibition  grounds 
for  picnics  was  a  suggestion  of  our 


Board,  and  last  year,  as  a  result  of  a 
meeting  in  which  several  prominent 
citizens  took  part,  the  City  Coimcil 
was  approached  and  granted  the  sum 
of  $3,500  to  be  spent  for  providing 
swings,  sand  pile  and  conveniences 
for  making  tea  at  the  grounds  to  en- 
ble  families  to  spend  the  summer 
afternoons  in  the  fresh  air.  We  sent 
out  circulars  to  popularise  this  pro- 
ject, and  hundreds  of  citizens  took 
advantage  of  the  facilities  provided. 
They  were  also  appreciated  and  used 
by  people  from  the  surrounding 
country. 

We  urged  for  the  appointment  of 
an  Inland  Trade  Commission  with  the 
object  of  inquiring  into  abuses  or 
complaints  associated  with  whole- 
sale or  retail  interests  and  succeeded 
in  interesting  Sir  George  E.  Foster, 
Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce, 
who  will  bring  the  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Cabinet. 

"Manitoba  Hard"  a  Misnomer 

Last  fall  we  pointed  out  to  both 
Provincial  and  Dominion  authorities 
that  Manitoba  was  receiving  credit 
for  practically  all  the  wheat  grown  in 
the  Canadian  Northwest  and  it  was 
high  time  the  title  "Manitoba  Hard" 
as  applied  to  wheat  grown  in  Sas- 
katchewan, was  changed.  We  called 
the  attention  of  other  Boards  of 
Trade  in  the  Province  to  the  de- 
sirability of  having  this  name  chang- 
ed so  that  Manitoba  would  cease  to 
receive  honors  to  which  she  was  not 
entitled.  We  pointed  out  that  more 
wheat  was  grown  in  Saskatchewan 
than  in  both  Alberta  and  Manitoba 
combined.  We  were  successful  in 
getting  assurances  from  our  Pro- 
vincial Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
others,  including  provincial  Boards  of 
Trade,  that  they  would  use  every 
means  in  their  power  to  have  the 
needed  change  in  name  brought  about. 
While  prosecuting  this  reform  we 
discovered  that  it  had  been  broached 
by  Sir  George  Foster  in  the  House  of 
Commons  some  years  previously  and 
that  he  had  then  sought  to  secure  an 
amendment  to  the  Canadian  Grain 
Act;  some  Manitoba  members,  one 
of  whom  is  now  a  member  of  the 
Grain  Commission,  succeeded  in  get- 
ting around  the  point  and  conse- 
quently the  miscarriage  of  credit  con- 
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tinues.  We  shall  not  cease  our  ef- 
forts untl  the  change  of  name  is  ac- 
complished. 

The  pooling  of  drays,  whereby  the 
cost  of  delivery  service  would  be 
greatly  reduced  to  our  retail  merch- 
ans,  was  considered  and  our  con- 
clusions were  submitted  to  the  Retail 
Merchants'  Association,  which  has 
smce  become  actively  interested  in 
this  question,  and  rightly  so,  because 
it  is  one  which  deeply  concerns  them 
and  of  which  they  will  no  doubt  find 
a  solution  in  the  near  future. 

Co-operation  With  Food  Controller 

At  recent  meetings  considerable 
time  has  been  taken  up  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  Food  Control- 
ler. Our  Board  decided  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  campagn  that  it  would 
offer  to  co-operate  with  Mr.  Hanna. 
For  months  previously  Dr.  R.  D.  Mac- 
Laurin,  one  of  our  most  active  work- 
ers, had  been  putting  forward  the 
idea  that  the  public  should  be  edu- 
cated to  judge  foods  by  their  nutri- 
tive values,  and  as  early  as  last 
spring  a  carefully  thought-out  and 
well-worded  resolution  was.  submit- 
ted to  Ottawa  urging  that  education 
upon  standards  of  nutritive  values 
should  be  undertaken.  The  result 
was  that  a  small  booklet  was  issued 
by  the  National  Service  Council  en- 
titled "How  to  Live  in  War  Time", 
and  we  were  thanked  for  our  sug- 
gestion by  the  secretary  of  the  Na- 
tional Service  Council.  The  booklet 
contained  just  the  information  we  had 
sought  to  have  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  public.  About  the  same  tme 
we  urged  upon  the  Minister  of 
Trade  and  Commerce  the  advisability 
of  having  the  net  weights  of  contents 
stamped  upon  all  packages  contain- 
ing foods.  In  reply  to  our  letters  we 
received  a  draft  Bill  from  the  Minister 
with  a  request  for  criticism.  Later, 
we  noticed  that  the  Food  Control- 
ler's regulations  had  had  a  provision 
inserted  calling  for  the  stating  of  net 
weight  of  contents  upon  all  packaged 
goods.  We  feel  sure  that  our  repre- 
sentations had  effect.  Sir  George 
Foster  informed  us  that  he  thought 
education  about  nutritive  values  of 
food  should  begin  in  the  schools.  A 
resolution  originally  formulated  by 
our  Board  was  recently  seconded  by 


the  Vancouver  Board  of  Tvac^e,  which 
id  now  urging  upon  the  Dominion 
Government  more  direct  methods  of 
food  control.  We  considered  that  an 
inventory  of  all  food  supplies  in  the 
Dominion  was  necessary  and  urged 
this  view  upon  the  Government  with 
the  idea  of  tending  towards  more 
direct  food  control,  going  so  far  as 
to  ask  that  a  direct  representative  of 
the  Food  Controller  be  installed  and 
clothed  with  authority  in  every  large 
Western  centre.  We  also  went  on 
record  as  of  opinion  that  the  methodi. 
of  informing  the  public,  in  regard  to 
food  regulations  was  inadequate  and 
our  resolution  was  wired  to  Ottawa. 

The  high  cost  of  living  was  previ- 
ously taken  up  with  the  Commission 
of  Conservation,  which  acknowledged 
our  communication,  but  have  not  yet 
discovered  any  remedy. 

The  Order  Affecting  Cereals 

We  have  frequently  been  influen- 
tial in  preventing  the  application  of 
undigested  legislation  and  in  this 
respect  other  Boards  of  Trade  have 
co-operated  with  us.  We  protested 
with  other  Boards  against  the  Food 
Controller's  order  absolutely  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  package  cereals", 
with  the  result  that  a  committee  was 
fcrmed  which  recommended  to  Ot- 
tawa the  adoption  of  a  license  sys- 
tem. The  obvious  effect  of  the  first 
order  issued  by  Mr.  Hanna  would 
have  been  to  curtail  the  consumption 
of  certain  packaged  cereals,  the  m- 
creased  use  of  which  would  have  been 
beneficial  to  the  nation  at  large,  es- 
pecially as  they  were  not  suitable  for 
shipment  to  Europe  and  could  not  be 
sold  in  bulk  without  suffering  Ir- 
reparable damage. 

During  the  threatened  sugar  short- 
age, which  occurred  during  the  last 
months  of  1917,  we  circularized  local 
retail  grocers  and  endeavored  to  have 
them  co-operate  both  amongst  them- 
selves and  with  the  wholesalers,  so 
as  to  prevent  hoarding  of  sugar  by 
consumers.  By  this  means  a  large 
number  of  complaints  that  had  been 
made  to  us  were  stopped. 

Our  effort  to  resuscitate  the  West- 
ern Boards  of  Trade  organisation  was 
not  seconded  by  other  Boards  as  the 
time  was  not  regarded  as  opportune, 
although  most  of  the  larger  centres 
agreed. 
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Early  last  year  our  Board  was  ask- 
ed to  pass  a  resolution  in  favor  of 
conscription,  but  while  we  felt  strong- 
ly in  favor,  we  refrained  from  doing 
so  because  of  the  nature  of  our  in- 
corporation; however,  we  arranged 
for  a  meeting  of  citizens  which  pro- 
vided a  solution  of  the  difficulty. 
Some  members  of  the  executive  felt 
that  the  conscription  of  alien  labor 
would  provide  a  solution  of  the  coal 
strike  problem. 

A  matter  which  we  had  been  urg- 
ing for  some  years  has  finally  been 
attended  to  by  the  City  and  the  bare 
patches  on  the  river  bank,  which  were 
such  an  unsightly  affair,  have  been 
seeded  with  heavily  rooted  grasses. 
The  Board  of  Trade  Commissioner 
had  offered  to  get  together  public 
spirited  citizens  at  their  own  expense 
to  do  this,  as  it  had  been  left  over 
from  year  to  year. 

During  the  year  twelve  members  of 


the  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  wer« 
entertained  here  and  also  a  number 
ol  other  callers  of  considerable  prom- 
inence. 

A  short  time  ago  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  compile  a  list  of  trade 
publications  and  newspapers  to  be 
filed  and  made  available  in  the 
Board's  offices;  these  for  the  use  of 
members  who  have  at  all  times  ac- 
cess to   the  Board  room. 

Realising  the  advantage  that  would 
accrue  to  the  city  if  a  bridge  were 
erected  over  the  North  Saskatchewan 
River  in  Sec.  19,  Tp.  39,  Rge.  8,  West 
of  the  Third  Meridian,  at  or  near  the 
present  C.P.R.  ferry  between  Borden 
and  Langham,  the  executive  made 
representation  to  the  Board  of  High- 
way Commissioners  at  Regina  and 
the  matter  is  now  under  advisement. 
The  co-operation  of  residents  in  the 
affected  territory  was  secured 


AGRICULTURE 


The  amount  of  work  done  by  the 
Board  in  the  interests  of  agricultural 
betterment  of  the  district  during  the 
past  few  years  is  becoming  more  and 
more  marked.  The  principle  has 
been  finally  adopted,  and  we  venture 
to  believe  will  never  again  be  aband- 
oned, that  the  interests  of  our  city 
are  the  agricultural  interests  of  the 
surrounding  districts;  in  other  words 
the  best  interests  of  the  farmers  are 
the  best  interests  of  the  citizens. 

The  harvest  help  problem  will  be 
with  us  again  this  coming  season  in 
more  acute  form  than  ever  before. 
During  1917  the  Board  of  Trade  rend- 
ered valuable  assistance  to  the  Dom- 
inion and  Provincial  authorities  in 
this  connection,  and  suggested  the 
cent  a  mile  rate  that  proved  such  a 
boon  to  laborers  coming  to  the  West, 
from  both  Eastern  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  We  also  suggested 
the  amendment  to  the  Homestead 
Regulations  to  permit  men  to  take 
work  on  farms  and  count  the  time 
so  spent  as  homestead  duty  time. 

The  culture  of  small  fruits,  while 
its  importance  was  not  always  ap- 
preciated, has  proved  successful  and 
our  Board  early  in  1917  imported  62,- 
000  strawberry   plants   of  a  variety 


suitable  for  cultivation  on  the  prairie, 
and  distributed  them  among  farmers 
And  citizens  who  undertook  to  grow 
them.  Results  were  satisfactory  in 
spite  of  the  dry  season. 

Experiments  With  Flax 

Our  experiments  with  flax  are 
bearing  fruit  and  we  have  let  the 
wcrld  know  that  Northern  Saskatche- 
wan is  capable  of  producing  some  of 
the  finest  flax  seed  and  flax  straw. 
A  recent  letter  from  Hon.  W.  J. 
Hanna,  Food  Controller  for  Canada, 
informs  us  that  flax  seed  is  now  In 
great  demand  in  Ireland  and  seed 
grown  here  is  now  worth  $10  a  bushel 
in  Belfast.  Our  seed  was  examined 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Dublin,  Ireland,  and  very  highly  com- 
mended. We  suggested  to  the  C.  P. 
R.  Natural  Resources  Department 
that  probably  the  flrst  step  towards 
starting  a  successful  flax  fibre  indus- 
try of  our  own  would  be  the  pro- 
duction of  flax  fibre  seed  for  growers 
in  Ireland,  on  the  continent  and  else- 
where. 

LIVESTOCK 

Our  interest  in  livestock  for  the 
latter  months  of  1917  has  been  com- 
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pelled  towards  greater  hog  produc- 
tion. Much  patriotic  interest  nas 
been  shown  by  the  agricultural  com- 
munity and  we  have  succesefully  con- 
ducted a  hog  exchange,  acting  simply 
as  a  central  address  where  prospec- 
tive buyers  and  sellers  could  get  to 
know  each  others  needs.  We  have 
been  much  consulted  upon  the  feed 
question  and  have  frequently  been  of 
service  in  putting  inquirers  upon  the 
right  track  by  giving  them  definite 
and  complete  information  upon  which 
they  could  rely.  We  were  instru- 
mental In  the  calling  of  a  hog  pro- 


duction meeting  held  at  the  Uni- 
versity in  co-operation  with  the  rural 
municipality  of  Cory — a  meeting  that 
did  much  to  clear  the  air  and  to 
allow  the  farmers  of  the  district  to 
express  their  opinions  upon  the  hog 
production  and  feed  questions. 

Our  Commissioner  published  a  live- 
stock census  for  the  different  prov- 
inces of  the  Dominion  at  June,  1915, 
and  June,  1916,  wherein  it  was  shown 
that  Saskatchewan  is  the  second 
largest  stock  province  in  the  Do- 
minion, being  exceeded  by  Ontario 
alone.

tanneries,  biscuit  factories,  etc. 

Efforts  should  be  made  to  obtain  our  full  share  of  immigration  from 
the  United  States. 

The  ofCieials  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  should  be  approached 
if  nothing  is  done  in  a  short  time,  about  the  entry  of  their  trains  into  the  City. 

The  Government  should  undertake  a  surv^ey  of  the  Province  for  gas 
and  oil. 

Saskatchewan  coal  depo»sits  should  be  more  fully  developed  in  order 
to  make  cheaper  fuel. 

The  desirability  of  the  establishment  of  a  Sample  Grain  Market  shouUl 
not  be  lost  sight  of  and  the  matter  might  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
proper  auhorities  when  the  time  is  opportune. 

We  should  aid  in  every  way  greater  production.
